Motor boat racing on the Hudson River | 
yesterday afternoon had a spectacular and | 
unexpected finish. H. L. Bowden's high- 
powered speed oraft Mercedes U. S. 
caught fire just as she was finishing her | 
third and final round, and but for the] 
prompt assistance of the saflors on the | 
United States revenue cutter Manhattan, | 
who gpt out their fire apparatus and 
trained a well-directed stream of water j 
upon the blazing hull, an explosion of} 
Basoline would have speedily blown the 
boat to pleces ‘ 

As it was H. L. Bowden, the Boston 
yachtsman who was in the cockpit with 
his chauffeur, Charles Basle, and James 
Barr, who is Captain of his steam yacht] 
Sally, jumped into the river from the | 
stern of the racing craft when it was 
evident that the fire was beyond con-| 
trol. He was quickly followed by the} 
other two men. They had life preservers | 
and swam around until the revenue cute | 
ter came close enough for them ‘¢o scram- 
ble on board. 

The accident occurred shortly after 6 | 
o’clock, when the races held by the Mo- | 
tor Boat Club of America from its club-} 
house at the foot of West 112th sirest | 
were practically over. Just before the | 
Mercedes crossed the line at the finish | 
of her 30% nautical mile run the observers 
on the float saw the boat suddenly stop. | 
Two men were seen to be working en 
ergetically at the machinery under the} 
hood forward of th¢ cockpit. 

Suddenly a sheet of flame shot high in 
the air. The hood was thrown down, but } 
the flames brust out through the cock- | 
pit, and the centre of the boat was at 
once a mass of flame, rising from twenty | 
to thirty feet. J. H. Hoadley’s new motor 
boat Den, that had just come up to the 
yacht club float, put out to render as- 
sistance. She had gone but a few feet 
when the three men on the blazing boat 
ran back to the covered stern, and, wrap- | 
ping life preservers about them, leaped | 
out into the river, Barr first having re- 
moved some of his clothing. 

A small steam yacht coming down the 
river swerved off to render aid, and the 
revenue cutter that had been patroling 
the course was close at hand. 

The spectators expected to witness an | 
explosion at any moment, for the boat 
had several gallons of gasoline in her 
tank. The prompt efforts of the officers 
and sailors on the Manhattan, however, 
saved the Mercedes from destruction, and | 
when the fire was out she was towed over 
to the club Gock. The cockpit was thor- | 
oughly scorched, the hood burned} 
through, and the machinery is probably | 
considerably damaged. 

Mr. Bowden treated the accident as one 
of the incidents of motor boat racing. |

GOV. HIGGINS WARNS CHIEFS.

No 
sort of official influence, 
may be removed from the condemnation 
of the mere letter of the statute, should |

a conscientious avoidance of | 


all suggestions likely to create a feeling | 
that a political contribution would be ac- | 
ceptable.

JOURNALISM, RED AND YELLOw. 


Discussed by the Publisher of The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


From The Scranton Truth. 

The publisher of The Philadelphia Ledger, 
George W. Ochs, has contributed an interesting 
essay on “ Journalism "* to the Annals of the 
American Academy of Social Science. It is a 
neteworthy article from the pen of a man who 
conducts one of the leading newspapers of the 
United States, and constitutes a powerful in- 
dictment against the exaggerated tendencies if 
certain publications that are at war with al! 
orderly conditions and attract attention to 
themselves by mountebank methods. 

Those sheets were, according to Mr. Ochs, 
‘at first called ‘ yellow,’ a term which implie1 
sensationalism. They chiefly dealt with the 
seamy side of human nature, giving unlimited 
space to tales of hideous crime, flaunting vice 
in its most abhorrent form in gross exaggera- 
tion, crawling like serpents across the thres- 
holds of the home, and laying bare with vulgar 
display the most sacred confidences of the fam- 
fly circle; holding up to coarse ridicule the 
precious heritages of sanctified living; profan- 
ing the temples of virtue; dealing in salacious 
scandal and gorging to satiety those who have 
insensate hunger for pruriency and sensuality.” 

Having exhausted the “yellow ’’ field, Mr. 
Ochs sgys those journals immediately flaunted 
the ‘“‘red"’ and began to devote thetr attention 
to attacks on established institutions. He says 
they “‘ inflame incompetenge against capability; 
teach that honor and integrity have fled from 
high places; that our National Congress is a den 
of thieves; that our judiclary is contaminated; 
that our administrators are tn corrupt league 
with scoundrels and traitors; that our entire 
commercial and financial life ls infected with 
dishonesty,’’ and 80 on. 

While Mr. Ochs draws a truthful picture of a 
certain small, unscrupulous, and nolsy section 
of the American press, we are inclined to think 
that he magnifies its importance unduly. Its 
pabulum ts such as he desdéribes, but it defeats 
its own purpose by its virulence. It shouts In 
poster type until nobody heeds what it has to 
sey in minion, and is such a very drab in 
billingegate that it must needs exploit itself in 
vociferation in order to retain the attention of 
its clientele. 

We are inclined to think that the American 
public is but slightly influenced by the noisy 
mouthings of this species of so-called journal- 
lem. The novelty is wearing off. The people 
are “getting on’’ to ft. Soon it will have 
about as much influence to sway public opinion 
as one of those raspy, loud-volced phonographs 
uttering inanities in front of a penny arcade. 

The main body of American journalism still 
maintains the best traditions of the profes- 
sion, and there is a growing tendency toward 
betterment year after year. Unfortunately the 
unscrupulous make the most noise, and there- 
fore create an impression in the minds of the 
unthinking that they ere representative of an 
established condition instead of being an ex- 
crescence. 

With the increase of intelligence, through the 
ministrations of our schools, the uns¢rupulous 
journalist of loud ideas and big type must go 
to the rear. He holds the same relation to gen- 
uine journalism that the barnstorming actor 
does to the theatrical profession, the quack to 
the science of medicine, or @ barnacle to a 
ship. 

Sound, conecientious, earnest journalism ts a 
greater power than ever for the general good. 
Honest publicity was never a more potent force 
in the world’s affairs than it is to-day.

NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS, 


Garbage Incinerators, Freezing Plants 
at Reservoirs, More Electrio Lights. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The following sorely needed improve- 
ments, I think, could be made in our 
city Government, although at first sight 
they may seem to be highly visionary. 

To start with, this city should own and 
operate in the most convenient and prop- 
erly situated localities enough garbage 
incinerators to burn all the city’s garb- 
age. 

The city shoul4 also own and operate 
|freezing plants at all its reservoirs to 
cool the water furnished us during the 
Summer months. Tho millions that it is 
proposed to spend to put water meters 
in our dwellings will then not be needed. 
With cold water there would be plenty 
of water, as there would be a saving 
of fully 20 per cent. of the water now 
used. The cost of ice to our residents 
and the smashfng of the Ice Trust bogy 
are also items that may be worth con- 
sidering. 

This city should own and operate suffi- 
cient electric lighting plants to Iight up all 
its streets at night as brightly as are 
some of the more notable districts at 
present. With our streets well lit up at 
night, the extra policing that is now 
asked for will not be needed, and crime 
will diminish. 

All street sweeping, garbage, and ash 
collecting shotild be done between mid- 
night and 6 A. M. The cleaning up of 
our streets at night will add to the health- 
fulness of our city, as there will be less 
sickening dust to contend with all day. 

If the foregoing ideas are practicable 
they should not add one cent to the cost 
of running our city {nstitutions, besides 
giving us all these luxuries, as we should 
get enough power from our garbage incin- 
erators to run both the freezing and 
lighting plants.

William I., was born in 1837, and was ap 
pointed Regent of Brunswick in 1885. 

The heir to the throne of Brunswick is 
the Duke of Cumberland, but he is barred 
owing to his refusal to renounce his claim 
to the throne of Hanover. Within the last 
few years there have been reports that a 
reconciliation between Emperor William 
and the Duke of Cumberland would be 
effected, but so far they have proved un- | 
founded.

LAKE PLACID HOTEL CHANGES 


$200,000 to be Spent in Improvements 
After Successful Season. 


Special to The New York Times, 
LAKE PLACID, N. Y., Sept. 18—Be- 


cause they have just passed through the i 


greatest season in their history, over 
$200,000 is to be spent within the next 
few months in additions and improve- 
ments upon the four big hotels at this 
Summer resort, 

At a cost of about $90,000, the Stevens 
House is to be practically rebuilt, con- 
vefting it into the largest hotel in the 
Adirondacks. The plans call for the con- 
struction of two additions, which will in- 
crease its capacity from 850 to 600 guests, 
The purchase of a 200-acre tract of forest 
land, for & mountain park, near the 
famous John Brown Farm, is announced 
by George A. Stevens, the proprieton An 
observation tower 100 feet high will be 
erected. 

One of the additions will be 60 by 100 
feet and five stories high, while the other. 
will be 140 by 40 feet and five stories 
high. In addition to these improvements, 
a passenger and freight elevator will be 
installed. 

At Whiteface Inn changes involving the 
expenditure of about $85,000 are to be 
made. These include an addition four 
stories high and 100 by 42 feet. This will 
give 62 rooms and 42 baths, and will in- 


crease the total capacity of the inn from}; 


850 to 500. The offices are to be moved 
to the rear of the main building and the 
lobby is to be enlarged to 112 by 40 feet. 
The circular dining room, which is one 


of the show places of the Adirondacks, is | 


to be increased to twice its present size. 
At the Grand View Hotel a separate 

building is to be erected, which will be 

known as Grang View Lodge. This will 


contain sixty additional rooms and will] 


increase the capacity of the hotel about 
150 guests. Several cottages will also be 
erected. The new building will be lighted 
by electricity. 

At the Ruisseaumont Hotel an addition 
is to be made at the rear. This will be

buildings. A new kitchen, steam plant, | 


passenger elevator, electric light plant, 
and boathouse will be built, 
six new cottages, involving an outlay of | 
between $15,000 and $20,000,

The plans for a subway loop received 
the indorsement of Controller Metz. He 
believes if an elevated loop is built it 
should be only a temporary arrangement. 
The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
says that it cannot operate in a subway 
loop with its present rolling stock. 

In his report Chief Engineer Rice deals 
with a proposed elevated 
from the Williamsburg Bridge 
Delancey Street to the Bowery to Park 
Row to North William Street to the 
Brooklyn Bridge. His subway loop plan 
is more elaborate.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS 


Arbitration Committee Hasn't 
Been Selected, Jeffery Says. 


‘cola LESS AGGRESSIVE 


That’s the Only Basis Western’s Presi- 
dent Asserts for Stories of Gould- 
| Harriman Setticment. 


President E. T. Jeffery of the Western 
Pacific said yesterday in reference to the 
dispatches from San Francisco telling of 
the settlement of disputes in regard to the 
right of way between the Western Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific that the mat- 
ters upon which an agreement had been 
reached in no way affected the dispute 
between the two rallroads regarding the 
ownership of the Oakland water front. 
No committee of arbitration, Mr. Jeffery 
sald, had been selected. The engineers in 
the field have come to an arrangement 
regarding certain crossings where the 
lines of the two roads intersect and in 
regard to the right of way at other points 
where the roads adjoin each other, he 
said, but that is all. 

The report that the agreement between 
the engineers of the two companies was 
the result of erders sent from New York 
by E. H. Harriman and George J. Gould, 
Mr. Jeffery said was entirely unfounded. 
| No orders whatever on the subject were 

sent from New York. 

Mr. Jeffery intimated that the Southern 
Paci*ic interests had come to recognize 
the certaifity that the Western Pacific 
\;ould be constructed to the Pacific Coast, 
and that they were perhaps less inclined 
now than in the past to offer obstruction. 
This was due more to adjustments reached 
by the engineering forces of the two 
roads, he said, than from any understand- 
ing betweegp Mr. Harriman and Mr. Gould. 

In respect to the report that the West- 

ern Pacific will be completed by Jan. 1, 
1000, Mr. Jeffery ‘said that it Is now ex- 
pected that the road will be completed 
by May, 1908, It is desired by the Gould 
interests to complete the road at the 
earliest possible date. 

The construction of the Western Pacific, 
according to Mr. 
case, is not likely to have any serious ef- 
fect upon the business of the Southern 
Pacific. He said that by the time the 
Western Pacific is completed the business 
of that section will have grown to such an 
extent that the Southern Pacific will not 
feel the loss of any business which may 
be taken from it t by 1 the other road.

EFFORTS IN LONDON 


TO STOP GOLD DRAIN 


Financial Institutions and Indi- 
vidual Capitalists Act. 


(BANK OF ENGLAND RATE UP 


Now 4 Per Cent.—Market Rates High- 
er—The Purpose Is to Create an 
Artificial Money Stringency.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The Bank of 
England and other financial institu- 
tions and individual capitalists having 
control of loanable funds entered to- 
day upon a united campaign against 
the American gold hunters. The evi- 
dent purpose is to create an artificial 
money stringency and so make it diffi> 
cult for Americans to obtain additional 
credits here, without which they would 
be unable to go on much longer with 
their raid on London’s gold stock. 

First the Bank of England advanced 
its rate to 4 per cent. Then the com- 
mittee of London clearing bankers 
raised rates on deposits to 214 per cent. 
and discount houses added one-half of 
1 per cent. to their allowances to de- 
positors. The market rates for all 
sorts of money were promptly raised, 
so that, for example, the charges for 
day-to-day loans were from 4 to 4% 
per cent. Finally certain funds hith- 
erto available for the accommodation 
of borrowers were withdrawn so as to 
discourage any falling away in dis- 
count rates. 

All these things done, keen observers 
thought they could see indications of a 
period of tight money just ahead and 
said they did not believe that New 
York would draw on the Bank many 
more times to the tune of £400,000, as 
it did to-day. 

The report was revived that the Bank 
of France would permit large ship- 
ments of United States coin to New 
York, but well-informed persons doubt- 
ed the probability of such an operation 
on a sufficient scale to satisfy New 
York’s present appetite for gold. The 
Times, discussing this question, will 
say to-morrow:

$1,970,000 Engaged for Import — Ex- 
change Market Much Firmer. 


Fresh engagements of gold to the 
amount of $1,970,000 were made yesterday, 
$1,370,000 by the National City Bank and 
$600,000 by the Bank of New York, acting 
for private bankers. Most of this gold 
was obtained in Australia, and it was re- 
ported that further large amounts are 
likely to be engaged in that quarter soon. 
Hopes entertained on Wednesday that the 
Bank of France wovld release gold for 
export were not realized yesterday. Fur- 
ther withdrawals from the Bank of Eng- 
land were reported, but these it is believed 
cover engagements which had been pre- 
viously announced. 

The very heavy gold engagements of 
last week have resulted in a much firmer 
exchange market. That the heavy pur- 
chases of exchinge to cover gold imports 
are beginning to exert influence on the 
exchange market is shown by the fact 
that demand sterling rose yesterday to 
4.8385 and closed within 5 points of the 
highest. This was an advance of ahout 35 
points over the closing rate of the pre- 
vious day. Easier money here was also 
a factor in the upward movement in ex- 
change. The bulk of the borrowing on 
call y33sterday was at 5 per cent., and 5% 
per cent. was the maximum rate of the 
day. At the close the rate declined to 2% 
per cent.
